I don't like to insult readers’ in-

the third lead of diamonds, It should 
have been completely obvious that

“SURPLUS” 
WOMEN 


For reasons not too diMficult to dis-" 


cover, English women look a little 
guilty and sheepish when they are 
reminded that thelr sex outnumber 
the males in thelr country. The 
root of the trouble Is probably to be 
found in that unfortunate phrase, 
“surplus women,” which is always 
mentioned in connectlon with the 
subject. No one likes or needs to 
consider herself as surplus.” 

Yet the phrase fs on many lips 
ogain to-day. In his statistical re- 
view of England and Wales for 1938, 
the Registrar-General estimates that 
In the middle of the year, women 
outnumbered men by’ 1,631,000. Boys 
were more numerous than girls in 
every age group: until 15. At the 
age of 20, however, girls were in o 
majority, Their sex kept this ma- 
Jority throughout all subsequent 
groups, so that all the so-called “sut- 
plus women" were of marrlageable 
age. Of these, more‘ thon half lived 
in south-east England, the larger 
proportion in Greater London, 

But English women can raise thelr

THE surrender of Belglum is an- 
other one of those heavy blows 
“which have recently fallen upon the 
Allies, It occurred at a time when 
the full weight of the French attack 
waa being delivered, after the forces 
had been collected at’ the point 
where they were most needed. 

The encirclement of the northern 
army followed us 1 consequence of 
the break through —at-Scdan, when 
the German mechanised untls rush- 
ed nhead contrary to all military pre- 
cedents, made n corridor, swept up 
the coastal towns and so established 
f secure footing behind the Allied 
forces who were thus cut off from 
some of their supply bases, 

The Belgians on this occasion have 
held up the Germans for elghteen 
doys but It was hoped that they 
would never be overwhelmed at all. 

The Invasion of Holland, however, 
mnde the tenure of Belglum by the 
Allies somewhat precarious. The 
Germans dre now in a better posi- 
tlon than they Were in the last war 
for they have possession of the 
Channel ports as a result of the viol- 
ence of- their attack and the speed 
of their advance. The assault on 
Poland should have given the Allies 
some idea of what to expect, but ap— 
parently the lesson was not fully 
nppreciated, as the Times war cor- 
respondent points out. The  posi- 
tiun now Is that Britain has to defend 
her own #hores and France has to 
sustain the attack south of Belgium 
along the Aisne and the Somme. 

‘The German loss¢s must have been 
very heavy indeed though their gains 
in terrain and material have also 
been considerable, 


The New Position 


The position that confronts the 
Allies will demand the expenditure 


of every ounce of energy they pos- 


sess ax well as the exercise of the 
highest’ military intelligence avail- 


‘able, 


‘The Germans have certainly not 
come through so far unscathed, and 
though their spirits are no doubt 
high, they now meet the two real 
enemies who stand resolute, and de- 
termined to resist and thereby de- 
fend their own beloved countries.

temporarily ‘and since her military

not then be there’ to threaten Ger- 
many, Russia must even now be 
disturbed nt the possibility of a vic- 
torious Germany on one side and u 
IJnpanese urmy on the other side. 

But the Important point Is that 
Russin was tempornrily placated by 
Germany in order that she might be 
free to deal with her opponents in 
the West. 

Norway wns invaded In order to 
provide submarine bases for attack 
on ‘British shipping and to cut off 
British supplies of timber and food 
from Denmark and = Scandinavia. 
Holland and Belgium ‘are occupied 
in order that Germany agnin may 
have a buse for attacking Britain 
trom the alr. 

This intense hatred against Greot 
Britain is due to the fact that she is 
regurded as the guarantor of the 
smauer states, and the chief oppon- 
ent of German expansion.

MEDICAL ASPECT 


The Hon, Director of Medical Services 
then addressed the gathering: 

"I should tike to say a few words on the 
purely medical aspect of the work of the 
Tung Wnh Hospitals, The expansion 
which the Tung Wah group has had to 
achleve during the Inst (nearly) three 
years of the unhappy Sino-Japanese con- 
flict can best be appreciated by comparing 
the figures for in-patients treated in there 
hospitals in 1036 with those treated in 1039, 
Tho numbers are 43,007 ard 61,001, res 
pectively. 

"The financial difficulties which have 
followed in the Wake have given us all 
serious cause for concern, -I should Ike 
lo say how delighted Iam to learn that 
the Bonrd of Directors have plana for rais- 
ing a much Jurger income from charitable 
sources than has been possible in the past 
few years. May I also say that I have 
ttle doubt but that even more help will 
be obtainable from outside sources if we 
are able to prove to the general public 
that every single cent subscribed Is well 
spent for the benefit of the sick poor of 
Ihts cily of curs? 

“The urgent problem of overcrowding 
in the Chinese hospitals is apparent to all 
who visit the hospitals: and I may say 
here that the opening by Government of 
the Lal Chi Kok Relief Hospital and the 
matshed 
wards tn the garden of the Kwong. Wah 
Houpital have had very little effect on the 
prevailing congestion, owing, in no small 
part, to the large numbers of sick amongst 
the refugees from China. 


BUILDING SCHEME 

“The normal Increase in the population 
of Hong Kong demands greater hospital 
facilitics, Thin fact wax*brought out very 
clearly in the Technical Report camplied 
Inst year under the Instructions of His 
Excellency the Governor on hospital faci- 
Nes In Hong Kong.

Sir-—1f you will ullow me I should 
like to express, through the medium 
of your esteemed journal, the moral 
comfort which, together no doubt 
wlth many of my compatriots, I have 
derived from the public utterances 
of Mr. Winston Churchill, Mr, Duit- 
Cooper and Admiral Sir Roger Keyes 
on the subject of the grave decision 
tuken by King Leopold in ordering 
his army to cease resistance to the 
German invasion. ‘ 


These English gentlemen, imbued 
with thelr traditions of fnlr play and 
mindful of the elementary rules of 
justice, huve given -the advice that 
judgment in the matter should be 
Teserved, 

On the Belgians, whb abhor the 
alms and methods of the Nazi ex- 
ansion policy and realise the re- 
ative increase in strength: which the 
surrender of their army means to 
the forces that threaten their indepen. 


dence as woll as the common causa} ¢ 


of human freedom, the momentous 
decision has had a stunning effect. 
They are the more painfully impress~ 
ed because of the fact that their 
feelings of solidarity and loyalty to- 
wards thelr brothers ond their King 
who have fought so valiontly against 
the agggessor, are put to a severe 
test through the condemnation of the 
King's action by the Belgian Ca- 

net. . 

What hag actually -happened that, 
in the eyes of the King, Justified ond, 
in the eyes of his Ministers, did not 
Justify the capitulation of the ‘Bel- 
gion army? 

We do not know; we can_ only 
guess, but Admiral Sir Roger Keyes, 
.who, we ore told, saw King Leopold 
shortly before the latter released his 
troops from the duty of resistance 
which they had fulfilled so unfiinch- 
ingly, advises us to reserve judg- 
ment in this tragic case. So does the 
British Prime Minister and, slgni- 
ficantly, also the British Minister of 
Information, 

We can oply regret therefore, ule 
though under the circumstances we 
can understand and to a certain ex- 
tent sympathise with It, the unmiti- 
fated condemnation which the 
French, ofticially and unofficlally, so 
unhesitatingly pronounce in terms 
which In violence exceed by far 
those used by the Belgjan Cabinet 
itself in repudiating the action. of 
our King, 

While the notion “the King'can do 
no wrong” has become antiquated 
since the advent of democracy, the 
important question would seem to 
he, from the moral point of view, 
whether our King in determining his 
conduct, has been inspired by 
honourable motives. There can be 
no doubt in my mind as to this, 
He nay have erred in his 
judgment, in the Interpretation of 
bis rights and duties, but having 
done so In good faith, he remains 
entitled to our respect, and even Jf, 
in the publlc interest he must be de- 
posed, he should not bo branded os 
a traitor. 

Our French friends evidently 
judge the situation too exclusively 
from their own point -of view, also 
on the assumption that Belgium {5 
their ully and that the Belgian Kin, 
was a mere subordinate of Genera 
Blanchard, are :

It could have been disastrously 
worse, that will be the military ver- 


tion of Leopold of the Belgians: Tales not only of in- 
credible valour and military resource in the face of a 
calamitous situation, but also of crippling German 
numerical superiority in the air and of grave deficiencies 
in the equipment with which the stout-hearted personnel 
of the B.E.F. were asked to meet the shock of the Ger- 
man military machine. ; 

No-one imagines for a moment that our cause has 
suffered any irreparable damage. Not one word of our 
leading article of last week needs to be retracted. It is 
at such a.moment as this that all that is best in England 
surges uppermost. The hour is grave; but the spirit of 
England is unconquered. 

Nevertheless, more than bravery, more than supreme 
confidence is needed to win the victory. Nothing less is 
called for than the fullest application of the united ener- 
gies not only of England, but of the whole Empire, which 
includes Hong Kong. Yet, as far as we-can see, there 
is no striking evidence that the events of this week have 
brought home to this Colony the full implications of the 
war on which the Empire is engaged. 

Measures are being taken, it is true, to overhaul the 
machinery of local defence. An appeal has been issued 
for volunteers to undertake guard duty at important 
points. A correspondent in another column has suggest- 
ed the opening of subscriptions to finance a: bomber squa- 
dron; another has proposed an unofficial race meeting in 
the cause of war charittes: - , 

None of these proposals, however valuable, are, we 
submit, enough, or nearly enough. The G.O.C..has ex- 
plained that, for the moment, our man-power is of great- 
est-value to the Empire just where it is, and-that may well 
be. Nothing, however, was said in Legislative Council of 
any barrier to lavish supplies of the contribution the Co- 
lony can, probably, most easily and usefully make. 

Nothing is more urgent to-day that a steady and con- 
stant flow of money to finance the war effort, and there 
is deadly reason to urge that £1,000,000 contributed next 
week would be of greater service than £5,000,000 six 
months hence.

This Jack ,of foresight 1s merely a

The Italian ‘policy, they state, consists in gaining 
as many concessions from the Allies as possi- 
ble without indication of her own policy. 


Nevertheless the Allies are deter- 
mined to take every precaution and 
simultancously adopt no firmer policy 
pending further moves by Rome. 

Meanwhile various views ore cx- 
pressed as regards the possibility of 
Italy actually entering the war. 

Some quarters declare that 

Italy’s belligerence now appears 
. certaln and it Is only a queatlon of 

tlme bofore It becomes a fait ac- 
* compll. 

Others declure the Itallan’ bluck- 
mail will continue for some time yet 
although Italian quarters wish to 
give the impression that their Gov- 
ermmment is prepared to take action 
within a few days. 


Maintaining Tension

The talks, which had taken place 
on tha initiative of the Itatlan 
Government, resulted In a draft 
settlement which gave an almost 
compfete measure of satisfaction to 
the Italtan grlevance regarding the 
contraband control.

It would be unwise to speculate 
what this aititude portends until ex~ 
planations are recelved. Impression
